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Oklahoma City, Aug. 20.-O klaho- 
ma bankers and hotel men declare 
that they are the prey of bad check 
men and that the defective statutes 
of Oklahoma give them practically 
no relief. They are demanding that 
the next legislature enact a remedial 
statute and it is said will stand unit­ 
ed in support of the bill that has 
bf-en drawn up by Seymour & Hey- 
Heyman, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the State Retailers’ as­ 
sociation. 


A prominent banker of this city, 
who has a number of bad checks re­ 
turned every month, says that the 
need of a law protecting bankers 
against bad check men has become* 
imperative. 
*t>ur peculiar banking law should 
be remedied at once,” he said, “if an 
offender has money deposited in your 
bank, no 
m atter 
how 
small 
the 
amount, he can draw a check for any 
sum and you have to recourse unless 
you have asked him .at the time of 
making payment if he has an account 
in the bank sufficient to cover the 
draft. 


‘•We have made no fight for legisla­ 
tion because we always require a 
check to be endorsed by some person 
whom we know to be reputable and 
when a check comes back marked 
“No good ’ we can recover from the 
endorser. I presume other bankers 
of the state have taken no action 
for the same reason. However, some 
once must lose the amount of every 
bad check that is drawn and sane 
business demands that a protective 
law be placed on the statute books. 
Other bankers of the city voice this 
opinion and ©early every one exhibit­ 
ed checks that had been returned 
as evidence t£j* the law was need­ 
ed. The hotel men are even more out­ 
spoken in their demand for a new 
banking law that will make it a mis­ 
demeanor for a bad check to be 
drawn. The managements of all the 
leading hotels of the city complain 
that they are frequent losers because 
of misplaced confidence and say that 
a law making .the practice of drawing 
bad checks a crime would do away 
with the evil. 


The State Retailers’ association has 
taken up the m atter and will present 
the bill ’drafted by Mr. Heyman be­ 
fore the next legislature. Circular 
letters setting forth the contents of 
the proposed bill have been addressed 
to all members of the legislature. 
Practically all senators and repre­ 
sentatives have replied, pledging that 
nothing will prevent them doing ev­ 
erything in their power to make the 
l>ill a law as a protection and rem- 
tdy for the existing 
evil. Mr. Key­ 
man has the replies filed away and 
will demand that the lawmakers live 
up to their promises when they con­ 
vene. The bill proposed by the state 
Retailers’ association follows: 
An act to make it a misdemeanor 
to draw and utter ai^y check, draft 
or order, where the drawer has not 
ut thf* time of such drawing, suffi­ 
cient funds with the drawee to meet 
the same,s and providing punishment 
thtrefore. 


Be it enacted by the legislature of 
the state of Oklahoma— 
That any person that shall here­ 
after draw and 
issue 
any 
check, 
draft or order on any bank, person, 
firm or corporation with which or 
whom he has not at the time suffi­ 
cient funds to meet the same, and 
shall thereby obtain from such bank, 
person, firm or corporation money or 
other things of value, or induce such 
person, bank, firm or corporation to 


surrender or postpone any remedy 
he may have against such drawer, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be punish­ 
ed by fine or not less than $25 nor 
more than $100, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not less than ten 
nor more than ninety days, or by 
such fine and imprisonment, and dur­ 
ing the time of such imprisonment 
such offender may be put to work up­ 
on any public road in the county in 
which the said offense was commit­ 
ted. 


Provided, That IT 
such 
offender 
shall deposit with

such check, or order, within ten days 
after the commission of the offense 
above mentioned, funds sufficient to 
Pay the same, then in such event his 
prosecution under this act shall im­

Chicago, Aug. 19.—Three former of­ 
ficials of the Illinois Central railroad 
company were arrested today in con­ 
nection with the alleged huge frauds 
by means 
of 
which 
the 
railroad 
claims to have been defrauded out 
of $2,500,000. The men arrested were: 
(Frank B. Harrim an, former general 
manager of the road. 
Charles L. Ewing, former manager 
of lines north of the Ohio river. 
John K. Taylor, formerly general 
storekeeper of the road. 
The w arrants were sworn to by 
President Harahan, of the railroad 
company concerned. They charge the 
three men with conspiracy to cheat 
and defraud the railroad by false pre­ 
tenses and with operating a confi­ 
dence game. H arrim an and Ewing 
wfere taken to the Harrison street 
police station. Their bonds of $10,000 
each were signed by a professional 
bondsman. Hearing was set for next 
Friday. 
The allegations in the 
so-called 
graft case are among the most sen­ 
sational in which high officials of a 
great corporation 
ever 
have 
been 
named. The investigation began over 
a year ago. It reached a crisis last 
spring w'hen -President Harahan be­ 
gan actions to recover sums said to 
aggregate more than $1,0 0 0 )0 0 0 alleg­ 
ed to have been secured by car re­ 
pair companies in connivance with 
high officials of the road,' Harriman, 
Ewing, Taylor and a large number of 
others of lesser magnitude resigned 
their positions. 
iM’uch of the money is said to have 
been repaid privately. The name of 
Ira G. Bawn, vice president of the 
road, who resigned to become presi 
dent of the Monon, and who was 
found dead recently at his home with 
a bullet wound in his breast, was 
brought into the 
scandal. 
Murray 
Nelson, Jr., attorney for the illinois 
Central 
stated 
today 
that R aw n’s 
death 
headed 
off 
w arrants 
which 
would have been issued for him. 
'Private detectives 
working 
under 
the direction of President Harahan 
are said to have unearthed frauds 
other than those connected with pad­ 
ded car repair bills. These are said 
to involve the diverting of $1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
or more from new construction. The 
investigators claim to have secured 
several concessions 
which 
will 
be 
used in their attem pt to fasten the 
guilt on culpalable persons. 
Today’s developments brings the 
name of Ewing into the case for the 
first time. He was seen at his resi­ 
dence by reporters, but declined to 
discuss the charges against him. H ar. 
riman embraced the opportunity to 
declare his innocence. 
An official of the road intimated 
that other 
w arrants 
would 
follow 
those issued today. He declared that 
the system of graft unearthed by 
the 
railroad 
makes 
political 
graft 
look trivial. 
“We will get the last man in this 
consipracy if it takes us down 
to 
the lowliest section hand,” he de­ 
clared. “The mass of evidence we 
havt stcured is so great that it dem­ 
onstrates that political graft in its 
palmiest conditions, pales into insig­ 
nificance -beside the hoodwinking of 
railroad executives by designing un­ 
derlings. -I predict that other roads 
will wake up, and that their awaken­ 
ing will produce more than one sen­ 
sation.”

Leg Is Broken by Hobble Skirt. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Wearing her 
first hobble skirt, Miss Lillian Shut- 
tleworth, twenty-three years old, of 
No. 945 Huguenot street, New Roch­ 
elle, tried to run down a steep in­ 
cline at Glen Island yesterday after­ 
noon and suffered a fracture of her 
left leg when she tripped and fell.

Oklahoma is rapidly coming to the 
fore as one of the greatest mineral 
producing states in the Union.

The 1908 production was over 1,600,- 
000 greater than the total United 
States production in 1888. If the pro­ 
ducer had been obliged to store this 
quantity of oil it would have requir­ 
ed I £ 2 0 tanks of 37,500 barrel capac­ 
ity each. 
In her tonnage production of coal 
she stood seventh on the list and in 
value of output she was sixth among 
the states of the union. The grade of 
coal is much above the average of 
bituminous coals and for gas pro­ 
ducing qualities West Virginia is the 
only state which produces a mineral 
surpassing the output of some of the 
Oklahoma mines. When the millions 
of acres of rich mineral lands that 
are now held by the Indians in the 
eastern part of the state, are thrown 
open to development Oklahoma will 
rank with 
Pennsylvania, 
Illinois. 
West Virginia jmd Ohio in volume of 
o utput 
For volume of output in natural gas 
she stands fifth among the states and 
for price received per thousand cubic 
feet she is at the foot of th e ,class. 
No other state, except Illinois, is 
within 2 0 cents of her price and two 
other states. Indiana and New York, 
get an average price of more than 
three times the price of the Oklaho­ 
ma output. 
•He cement industry is too new to 
be compared with states older in pro­ 
duction, but the growth of her output 
in the past two years has more than 
quadrupled that of any other state 
and this industry promises to place 
Oklahoma at

velopment of her resources, wouldl 
easily bring her second to none ex 
cept Michigan, New York and Iowa in 
this industry. 
Just one-half of the 
four 
dozen 
states surpass her in the production 
of mineral^ waters but in the produc 
tion of graham ite she stands alone 
In only two other states is this min­ 
eral found, Utah and California, and 
in neither of these is it sufficient in 
quantity to justify mining it. 
Grahamite is a solid brittle bit- 
uman with a black shiny luster which 
resembles a high grade of lignite coal 
It is a carboniferous substance and 
is high in 
volatile 
m atter 
and 
is 
closely related to gilsonite but is 
more flinty or brittle than this min 
eral. 
'It is largely used in the m anufac­ 
ture of paints and hard varnishes and 
rubber roofing and is also used as a 
substitute for vulcanized rubber. 
The deposits of this mineral have 
been of comparatively recent discov­ 
ery in Oklahoma, and the output to 
date has not been extensive. 
The 
most recent discovery of this miner 
a1 is made at Oil Park, in Stephens 
county, w'htre a 50-foot vein was dis­ 
covered but 30 feet below the sur­ 
face, while drilling for oil. This vein 
Is very thick and produces high grade 
specimens of mineral, but as yet the 
extint or magnitude of the vein has 
not been surveyed.—Ex.

promise now stands at 2,940.000,000 
bushels, or just 13.000,000 bushels 
more than the bumper crop of 1906. 
Oats also have distanced the prev­ 
ious bumper crop by 13,000,000 bush­ 
els, promising 
1,0 2 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels 
against 1,009,353,000 bushels last year, 
which was the first time the oats 
crop of the United States ran into 
the billion-bushel class. Except for 
serious scorching in the Northwest, 
the present crop would have shown 
up phenomenally, providing, of course 
that the rectnt excellent filling, ma­ 
turing and harvest weather in the 
big producing states had not been 
marred. 
Wheat Second Largest. 
Winter wheat, however, furnished 
a surprise, even to the most optimis­ 
tic, although it was known to every­ 
body that the grain was of magnifi­ 
cent quality and was weighing out 
handsomely. Its preliminary showing. 
as given in figures by the department 
is for a yield of 1 2,0 0 0 .0 0 0 bushels 
larger than that of last year, and puts 
this year’s, crop as second largest in 
the country’s history, the 
crop 
of 
402.000,000 bushels raised in 1906 be­ 
ing first. 
The losses shown in spring wheat 
a month ago measured virtually all 
of the crop loss of the year. The 
spring wheat crop is small enough 
to pull the total wheat production 
down to 669,000,000 bushels, a total 
which has been beaten five times in 
'the last decade.—Indianapolis Star.
